1 . DEALING WITH PREPARATIONS FOR EUROPEAN SECURITY CONFERENCE PUJA 
SAYS NATO DELAYING TACTICS RENDER IT IMPOSSIBLE TO AGREE ON AGENDA. 
ALTHOUGH SOCIALIST STATES HAVE ACCEPTED GOOD NUMBER OF WESTERN 
PROPOSALS NATO COUNTRIES CONTINUE TO INSIST ON SOME OF THEIR 
ORIGINAL 

IDEAS AND PROPOSALS, IMPOSSIBLE FOR WP COUNTRIES TO ACCEPT. PUJA 
CLAIMS 

SOCIALIST COUNTRIES STRIVING TO WIDEN EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION AND TO
